Odaly one 
street was pitched on this occasion, about 150 feet wide, and 
close by a new durbar and chapter tent made for the purpose, 
capable, with its adjuncts, of affording sitting room for the 
2,500 spectators invited to attend. This encampment was 
about three-quarters of a mile from Government House ; the 
route, which lay across grass the whole way, was lined through- 
Out with troop?, English and native, the sailors and marives 
of the Galatea forming the guard of honorinthe camp. All 
those who were to take any part in the ceremony rode in 
procession, escorted by the body-guard and Probyn’s horse, 
from Government House to the camp, and on arrival the 
Grand Master and the Grand Crosses and the knight elect 
betook themselves to their respective robing tents on either 
side of the street, each tent being distinguished by the banner 
of its occupant. When robed, all were marshalled according 
to rank in the centre of the street, each Grand Companion 
being preceded by eight attendanis, his gonfaloniere, and fol- 
lowed by his pages. The English Knights were Sir Seymour 
Fitzgerald and Sir William Mansfield; the natives were 
Dholepore, Rewab, Kuppvorthullab, Jeypore, and Scindiab. 
When the line was formed, it marched slowly up under a 
royal salute and the blare of music to the great chapter tent, 
where they took their places according to precedence. I wish 
I could give you an adequate idea of the extraordinary bril- 
liancy and wealth of coloring of this array, as it moved along 
in the brightsunlight. Owing to the preponderance of na- 
tives, the procession was divested of that shade of puerility 
which attaches to most of them in Europe, where, to gain 
sufficient effect, the performers usually don unwonted garbs, 
“ dress themselves up” in short, as the children say. Here the 
chiefs and their retinues, resplendent in velvet and brocades 
and tissues of gold and silver, encrusted with jewels of fabu- 
lous value, were, after all, only in their best clothes as native 
gentlemen of high rank, answering to the black coat and 
white tie of Western drawing-rooms. 
Sir Neville Chamberlain and Colonel Probyn carried the 
banners of the Duke of Edinburgh ana Lord Mayo. There 
was nothing in the ceremopv itself to call for special rcmark, 
except the fact that it was aided by choral effects of about 
two hundred voices, professional and amateur, in the Na- 
tional Anthem, Rule Biitannia, &c., and the unmistakable 
gratification which the hand-shake of the new Knight afforded 
his fellow Companions. ‘fhe native community entertained 
his Royal Highness at a very fine place called “Seven Tanks,” 
in the suburbs, laid out in that iaotastic mixture of Italian 
and native styles which is now so much affected in India, and 
which is not without a beauty of its own. The entertain- 
ment was on a very grand scale, and the committee wisely 
decided that it should consist entirely of native amusements— 
nautches, wrestling, fireworks, etc. The only point new to 
Anglo-Indians was the solemn offering of “ first fruits” to his 
Royal Highness by Pundits chanting sacred Mantras during 
the presentation. So far as Iam aware, this honor has never 
been paid before to any European, and this, as explained to 
me, is a relic of the ceremonial observed towards their own 
kings in those remote days when Bengalees owned no master. 
The state ball (fancy dress) which had occupied people’s 
attention, if not their minds, for weeks past, came off with 
great success. For the first hour, as usual under such circum- 
stances, the women looked exquisitely conscious, and the men 
profoundly despondent; but as the sense of unaccustomed 
clothing wore off, enjoyment set in. To-night the Prince 
gives a ball on board his ship, and this winds up the festivities 
which have greeted the first royal visit to India. Lord Mayo 
accompanies his guest as far as Benares, returning thence to 
Calcutta. Next month he starts on a short tour, leaving on 
the 18th or 20th. He first visits the new coal fields of Chanda 
—then, being joined by the Duke of Edinburgh, “ inaugurates” 
the completion of the railway communication between Cal- 
cutta and Bombay, and returns to the capital in March, in 
time to give effect in the Legislative Chamber to the require- 
ments of the forthcoming Budget, which will be brought out 
towards the latter end of March.

Current Toptis. 


William Tell was long ago proved to be a myth, and ina 
recent number of the Revue des Deux Mondes M. Mare Mon- 
nier has given another blow to the ideal hero of Scbillcr, 
Rossini and the boys’ story books, by showing that the fable 
was not the outgrowth of popular Jegend or the exaggeration 
of some historical fact, but was manufactured out of whole 
cloth more than a century and a half after its aesigned date. 
It first appeared in the Liber Albus of 1474. M. Marc Monnier 
contends, however, that the real history of the struggle of the 
Four Cantons against the despotism of the Hapsburgs 1s more 
poetical than the legend. This is some consolation, but no- 
thing can make amends for the loss of William Tell. 

An attempt is being made in Melbourne to establish a join

and no loss of tim io taking in and discharging cargo. With 
all this, moderate fares—amounting to less than half the pre- 
gent expense—are to be the rule, and it is contended that, 
with 300 passengers per trip, this could be profitably done. 

At the Mansion House, London, recently, an elderly man, 
decently dressed, stepped into the witness-box, and said he 
wished to see the Lord Mayor.

his advice. Being again asked his occupation, he said, ‘* Well, 
I’m a potman; bui Lam still King of Eogland.” The chiei 
clerk said that this was not a subject upoa which he could 
talk to him, nor was it one with which the Lord Mayor could 
be troubled, Upon that the applicant waxed very wroth, and 
said in ¢ffzct that the Lord Mayor and everybody connected 
with the Mausion House were his subjects; that he could 
command tucir allegiance at any time; that he would put the 
world in darkness and crush the earth, but he would be King 
of Eogiand. Then, turning round, he abruptly lefi the court, 
somewhat excited, casting as he did eo a wild and ferocious 
look at the chief clerk. 

QOuatrages of a more or less serious character still obtain in 
Ireland.

evil.—Sir David Roche has received a letter warning him not 
to hunt with the Limerick foxhounds io a certain part of the 
county. Ho disobeyed it, and the result is that the hounds 
have since heea sick, having, it is believed, been poisoned.— 
We are informed that on Jan. 27 a gun was fired into the 
bedroom of Mr. Murray, a steward in the employ of the re- 

resentatives of the late Mr. Mather, of Faltby, county of 

Oscommon, three miles distant from Ballinasloe. The 
weapoo was loaded with a bullet and several slugs, which 
shat ered the windows; but, fortunately, Mr. Murray sleptin 
@ part of tie recom which did not come within range. 

The London Times’ Commissioner in Ireland has summed 
up the results «f his observations in a scheme which that 
journal evidently belicves will be found to resemble the Go- 
veroment one. v advises that courts should be established 
in every couoty, which should call up ail tenants-at-will, 
hear all landholders, escertain the just rights of toe tenant from 
custom or o' herwise, and then award him a formal lease equi- 
Valent to those rights. Such leases would often be of very 
long duration. Then be would give compensation for im- 
provements, and abolish the presumption of law which makes 
ihe improvements the landlords’. Tien he would have a 
new valuation of Leland to guide the Courts as to “ fair 
rent”—how can there be such a thing if owncrsbip is abso- 
lute ?—and finally, he would accept Mr. Brighi’s scheme, let 
the State buy estates and sell them to the farmers by instal- 
ments, That is a sound plan enough, grauted ove condition, 
that [rishimen wish for leases; but this is just the point upon 
which evitence is most contradictory, Mr. Campbell! affirm- 
ing, for example, that a lease seems to @ peasant only a long 
notice to quit.”

Dr. Kari Vogt (of Geneva)who is well-known as a decided 
supporter of the Tranusmutation ‘fheory, and going in some 





respects far beyond Darwin, expressed himself as follows, at 
the last meeting of philosophers, at Inspruck, in reference to 
the age ot man. There is no longer any doubt that man ex- 
isted in Europe—probably the latest peopled part of the world 
—at a time when the great southern auimals, the elephant, 
mammoth, rhinoceros, hippopotamus, were found there, 
which are now extinct. Even where no human remains OF 
tools have been found, the acute researches of Sieensirup 
have found traces of man by distinguishing the bones which 
have been gnawed by animals from those which show sigus 
of having been split by man for the sake of the marrow, or 
otherwise handled by him. It is equally certain that poste- 
rior to the advent of man, the Straits of Gibraltar, of Dover, 
and the Dardanelles, as well as Sicily and Africa, were stili 
united by isthmuses; the whole Mediterranean area was seé- 
parated irom Africa by asea in the basin of Sahara ; the Baltic 
was a sea of ice covering the whole of theJow levels of North 
Germany and Russia, and cutting off Finland, Sweden, and 
Norway, into what would have been an island but for its 
juncture with Denmark. The astonishing researches of Lar- 
tel in France, of Fraas in Germany, and of Dupont in bel- 
giam, have proved that this period was succeeded by another, 
ia which men hunted, in the countries of Central Europe, the 
reindeer and other arctic animals in an arctic climate, and sur- 
rounded by an arctic flora. We may also speak with confi- 
dence of the migrations of these primeval races: the human 
contemporaries of the most ancient animals, the mammoth, 
the cave-bear, and the cave-liop, can only be traced in the 
western and southern parts of Europe. In Central Europe 
and Switzerland their remains are unknown. In the “ rein- 
deer period,” again, we find man in Switzerland and in Sua- 
bia; but no trace of him in North Germany and Denmark. 





PHiscellanea, 


If Eoglishmen are not more loyal the farther they wander 
from the mother country, they are certainly more demonstra- 
tive in their loyalty. The consequence is that at the Anti- 
podes the people are exceedingly strict observers of Royal 
birthdays. Her Majesty’s birthday is the greatest holiday in 
the year, with the single exception of Coristmas, and the 
Prince of Wales’s birthday ranks next in importance. This 
year the latter day was religiously observed by the coloni-ts 
of Brisbane, Australia, according to their lights and oppor- 
tunities. All shops and places of business, except the drinking 
saloons, were closed, and all kinds of work were suspended for 
the day. 

A boy of eleven years of age, at Newton Abbot, Devon- 
shire, recently met with a shocking death. He was leading a 
horse by a halter, when tne animal ran away, and the boy 
having wound the end of the halter round his wrist, wa3 un- 
able to release himself, and was dragged along by the horse 
for a considerable distance. A laborer, attracted by the vio- 
lent galloping of the horse, came out of his cottsge to see 
what was the matter, and, on seeing the horse dragging the 
boy, ran after them, and found the dead body of the boy ly- 
ing in the road, his face and head frightfutly mutilated, and 
his arm and ear torn off. The foor boy’s arm was afier- 
wards found about a mile further on in another road. 

A magisterial inquiry is to be held shortly in the case of 
the Welsh fasting girl. Much dissatisfaction has been ex- 
pressed because the medical men who had to do with the case 
during the latter days of the girl, who did not believe in her 
fasting, and saw her gradually sink as the watching pro- 
gressed, but yet did not offer her noucnishment, were not 
called, with one exception, to give evidence at the inquest. 
They are now to ke summoned to give evidence hefore the 
magistrates. Even Jacob, the father, still professes his un- 
shaken belief that bis child lived without food for more than 
two years. 


There seems to be some doubt in France as to the origin of 
the guillotine, but French people give themselves all the 
credit of being the firs: to chop heads off by machinery. They 
entirely ignore the claims of Scotland ; yet there is an instru- 
ment of ¢xeculion in the museum of the Royal Scotch Society 
of Antiquuries, called “the maiden,” that performed the same 
servicein Scotland which the guillotine now performs in 
France.

There were also found, scatter- 
ed about, shapeless pieces of bronze, of various sizes, scem- 
ingly revealing a period before money was coined, and when 
weight was the only test of its value.

Boyer Loége, No. 1, and worked it for several years before 
they discovered that the want of a warraut was a serious bar 
to their legitimacy.

After his 
death the lodge at Philadelphia, like that at Boston, set i!seli 
up as a grand lodge, under the title of Independent Grand 
Lodge of Philadelphia. Thus by the year-1835 there 
were three authorities claiming to be grand lodges, aud about 
ten or twelve lodges holding under them, in Massachusetts, 
New York, and Pennsylvania, with single lodges only in the 
other States named. This was the condition in 1847, when 
delegates frum a majority of the lodges aud grand lodges 
came together in New York cily, and organized a body which 
they styled a National Grand Lodge,and which subsequently 
up to within a few years ago ali the colored Freemusons in 
the United States paid tribute to. Lately, however, imitating 
the grand lodges of white men in the various States, these 
colored State lodges and grand lodges conceived, to some ex 
tent, that the national body was but a bill of expenses with 
no corresponding value, and they have in New Orleans and 
Ohio, also in Washington city, cut loose from it, and refused 
to pay tribute.

SUMMARY OF FOREIGN NEWS. 


From France we learn that the decision of the Court in the 
case of Prince Pierre Bonaparte is more serious than was at 
first reported. By the order of the court, dated on the 18th of 
February, 1870, Pierre Napoleon Bonaparte is to be judged 
first for having committed homicide on the person of Victor 
Noir, which was preceded or followed by an attempt on the 
person of Ulrich Fonvielle ; second, for having attempted the 

homicide of Fonvielle. This order places the Prince under 
article 304 of the penal code, the punishment being death. In 

case of extenuating circumstances the Court can lessen the 

sentence by two degrees. The Imperial decree in the Journal 
Officiel convokxes the High Court of Justice to meet at Tours 

on the 2ist of March. It provides that a drawing shall take 

place among the Grand Jury within the next ten days to de- 

cide which members are to form the court. It is said that the 

Grand Jury will be composed of the members of the Councils 

General. The Gazette des Tribunauz, an official organ, says 

that on examination of Prince Pierre Bonaparte it will be prov- 

ed that he was provoked and used his legitimate right of self-de- 

fence. As the accusation is so grave it was generally believed 

the Prince would be acquitted. M. Arthur Fonvielle had been 

sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 500 

francs for violation of the Press law. Henri Rochefort writes 

from the prison where he is confined to his paper, the Marseil- 
laise, that the Prefect of the Police has seized his editorial 
articles. He complains that while up to the present time, 

incarcerated journalists have been allowed to write to 
the newspapers, he has been denied the usual pri- 

vilege, notwithstanding he is a Deputy in the Corps 

Legislatif, and has not been deprived of civil rights. 

La Marseillaise announced that, owing to the prosecutions 
threatened, the name of Rochefort would not appear in that 
journal hereafter. The name of M. Dangerville was printed 
as chief editor of the Marseillaise, but it was understood to be a 
cover for Rochefort, who would continue to direct the paper. 

An additional fine of 3,000 francs had been imposed upon La 
Marseillaise. Gustave Flourens had been sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment and 100f. fine, and M. Deveure, pub- 
lisher of La Marseillaise, to two months’ imprisonment and 
500f. fine for publishing false news. The preliminary exami- 
nations of the persons arrested during the recent troubles had 
ended. One hundred andeight persons were unconditionally 
discharged, 125 were held to appear before the court and 150 
were kept under arrest for conspiring against the State and the 
life of the Emperor. On the 22d inst., in the Corps Legisla- 
tif, the debate on the interpelation regarding the domestic po- 
licy of the government was continued. Count Daru, on the 
part of the Ministry, replied to the speech delivered by Jules 
Favre. He pronounced against the demand for a disso- 
lution of the Chamber, declared that the government desired 
to maintain peace at home and abroad, and to lay the founda- 
tions of a parliamentary government. The Emperor had mani- 
fested the will to follow a liberal policy. If discord arose be- 
tween the Chambers and the Ministry the Emperor must de- 
cide ; and the Ministry would respect his will, The speech of 
the Minister was received with enthusiastic cheers, and the de- 
bate terminated with a vote of 236 in favor of and 18 against 
the Ministry. The Jowrnal Offciel published an important de- 
cree, which by request of the Minister of Justice annulled the 
decree of 1851, giving the government the power of transport- 
ing to penal settlements parties who belonged to secret politi- 
cal societies. The Minister said this power was abolished be- 
cause it was incompatible with a liberal government. 

There are still symptoms ofa Carlist insurrection in Spain, 
and the Carlist committees were sitting in Lisbon and making 
that city a base of operations. General Ramon Cabrera, the dis- 
tinguished Carlist leader, refused to take command of the Car- 
list movement unless regular forces were organized and a basis 
of operations decided upon. The Madrid journals published 


an address signed by London and Liverpool merchants express- 
ing the hope that the Spanish troops would subdue the Cuban 
insurgents. Accompanying the address, which was dated Oct. 
8, 1869, was a contribution of £1,870 sterling to aid the cause 
of the mother country. Don Carlos, of Spain, while travel- 
ling through France with an Austrian passport, under the 


name of the Marquis of Alcantara, was arrested at Lyons by 

the civil authorities. He was reminded that he could reside 

only in the north of France, and if he violated that condition 

he must leave the country. The Prince then proceeded to 

Switzerland, accompanied by an escort as far as the frontier. 

Previous to his arrest he met the Duke of Modena at Lyons, 

and completed all his arrangements for going to Spain and 
raising another insurrection. 

From Cuba we learn that the schooner Herald, from Nassau, 

recently landed a party of thirty-six fillibusters at Gibara, un- 
der the command of General Goicouria. They were attacked 
by the volunteers, who killed seven and captured four of the 
expedition. The prisoners were executed at Holguin on the 
14th inst. 

On the 17th inst., in the House of Commons, Mr. Monsell, 

Under Colonial Secretary, stated that the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s domain had been transferred to Canada, but no money 
had been paid. The transfer had been brought about through 
the concurrence of England, Canada and the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. The Red River difficulties would be speedily set- 
tled, though how soon it would be premature to say. On the 
22nd inst., in the House of Lords, Lord Chelmsford introduced 
a bill to secure the better observance of Sunday. It restrains 
and in some cases entirely prohibits trading on the Lord’s 
Day. Lord Chelmsford said this bill was intended to 
check a growing evil, and read statistics showing that 
over 10,000 shops were kept open on Sunday in London alone. 
The Bishop of London spoke in favor of the bill. The Earl of 
Morley signified that the bill had the approval of the govern- 
ment. The Lord Chancellor thought the bill would have the 
effect of depriving laborers of recreation to which they were 
entitled on Sunday, and doubted the wisdom and efficacy of 
the measure. The bill had a second reading. The Pall Mall 
Gazette published copious extracts from the recent consular 
report made to the government by Mr. Edward M. Archibald, 
the British Consul at New York. That gentleman says the 
high tariff on the raw material prevents the export of Ameri- 
can manufactures. The West is dissatisfied with the tariff, but 
owing to the powerful lobby of the eastern manufactures it is 
unable to work a reform, consequently the shipping, the agri- 
cultural and all the other interests of the country are sacrificed. 
A tardy, gradual reduction of the tariff is all that can be hoped 
for. In London, on the 23d inst., in the Mordaunt divorce case 
the Prince of Wales was called to the witness stand. The 
Prince testified that he was acquainted with Lady Mordaunt 
previous to her marriage ; made her a wedding present ; before 
the marriage she visited the Princess at Marlborough House ; 


she had visited the theatre in company with the Prince and 
Princess ; he saw her after in 1866 and 1867; he had frequently 
met Sir Oharles with Lady Mordaunt; in June, 1867, he met 
Sir Charles at a pigeon match, on which occasion Lady Mor- 
daunt scored for both sides, and he spoke to her in the course 
of the match.

Promptly with the beginning of the session, Mr. Gladstone 
has introduced his bill for the revision of the relations between 
the Irish landlord and the Irish tenant. Through this measure 
he proposes to redress the just grievances of the peasantry by 
giving them a greater interest in the land they cultivate than 
the laws and customs of the United Kingdom have yet vouch- 
safed them. In this connection it will be interesting to inquire 
how the Irish themselves regard the measure proposed for 
their relief, and whether it will be sufficient to allay their 
chronic discontent and inspire with better feelings those among 
them who are the instigators and perpetrators of the various 
agrarian outrages that from time to time startle the English 


It must be admitted, at the outset, that no act founded on 


less farm-laborers, who have always furnished the readiest ma. 
terial for lawless combinations in Ireland. The idea of satis. 
fying them would, indeed, be absurd, but it may be possible 
to enlist the sympathies of the tenant-farmers more decidedly 
against them, and to put down the forced contributions by 
which their organization is with difficulty supported. Equally 
preposterous would be the idea of propitiating those noble. 
men and gentlemen who, in their present mood, would rather 
perpetuate confusion in Ireland than see peace and prosperity 
restored under a Liberal government. Those partisans who 
support Fenian candidates at elections, and talk a spurious 
treason simply to spite their political opponents, cannot be 
expected to welcome a statesman-like land bill from the au. 
thors of the obnoxious Church act. Still this state of feeling 
cannot last forever, and we have every hope that those who 
foster it will in time subside into loyal and contented subjects. 
A less obvious but far more sefious danger is that skilful agi- 
tators may convert the extinction of the land grievance, as 
O'Connell managed to convert Catholic emancipation, into a 
starting point for a Repeal movement. There are already 
symptoms of a disposition on the part of certain popular lead. 
ers in Ireland to attempt this manceuvre—to secure all that 
can be obtained from the Imperial government, and afterwards 
to represent it as worthless, unless the edifice be crowned by 
national independence. Now, however fatal Repeal would be 
to Ireland, and however impossible it would te for England 
and Ireland to cohere on the same footing as Austria and Hun- 
gary, a broad distinction should be drawn between the re- 
spective programmes of Fenians and Nationalists. Both, it is 
true, are animated by an equally intense hatred of England 
and the so-called National journals might well be mistaken for 
organs of Fenian opinion, still the aims of Nationalists are not 
positively anarchical, and there are doubtless some who hon- 
estly cherish the idea that Ireland and Great Britain might be 
associated, with separate legislatures, under one Crown. No 
land settlement, however comprehensive, would satisfy these 
wild aspirations, but it might do much to check their spread. 
To suppose that Catholic Emancipation gave the impulse to 
O'Connell's repeal movement, would, indeed, be a strange 
misconception. Had Catholic Emancipation been refused in- 
stead of being granted, Repeal would have been inevitable. 
The cause of O’Connell's failure was the parliamentary redress 
of that grievance on which he had risen to power. The same po. 
litical law still operates, and, whatever Irish Nationalists may 
think, we are firmly persuaded that a suitable measure of land 
reform would aid in consolidating the Union. 

For these reasons alone, Mr. Gladstone’s measure, 
if, after debate, it is found to be suitable, should receive the 
hearty support of every earnest English patriot. Land reform 
wisely carried out, may not entirely remove the causes of com- 
plaint which in Ireland has become chronic, but it will go far 
towards establishing a better order of things and usher in the 
dawn of a brighter and happier day for the Emerald Isle. 
Grievances have been abundant in Ireland because Irishmen 
have seen little or no disposition on the part of England to 
allay them ; but now that the English people are thoroughly 
aroused to the importance of removing every just cause of 
complaint, it will be strange if the more peaceably disposed 
and reasonable of the Queen’s Irish subjects do not accept the 
friendly offers in the spirit in which they are made. At all 
events England, after years of indifference and neglect, is 
bound to make the experiment, not only as a matter of jus- 
tice to the Irish people, but to clear her own skirts of the 
charge, whether right or wrong, of intentionally depriving 
them of their rights. Over the result of the experiment she 
has no control, and her duty will be accomplished when it has 
been made in the Christian spirit that would do to others even 
as we would they should do unto us, 





THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON AND HIS MINISTERS. 


Although the so-called Liberal French Ministry has not been 
many weeks in power, there are already rumors circulated which 
do not bode well for its permanence in office, or its sucess in 
solving the problem which has been presented for its solution. 
The gentlemen holding the portfolios of Commerce and Finance 
have been indicated as the offending members, and it has been 
asserted that they would speedily be replaced by personal 
friends of the Emperor. The reasons alleged by the Bonapart- 
ist organs for the change are curious if unsatisfactory. In the 
first place, it is stated that these gentlemen have been found 
unequal to the tasks allotted to them, but seeing that they have 
only held their portfolios a few weeks, some one high in office 
must have a better eye for administrative capacity than the 
formation of a cabinet would show if their demerits have been 
discovered before they have had time to exhibit them. Second, 
it is alleged that one of the offending statesmen has on several 
occasions been too candid in speaking with the Emperor, which 
is certainly an estimable reason. Third, they are said to be in 
favor of a dissolution of the present Chamber, on the ground 
that a parliament returned by the greatest intimidation, the 
most insolent dishonesty, and under a regime which has passed 
sentence of death on itself, is not the sort of parliament a con- 
stitutional administration should undertake to govern with. 
Supposing the rumor to have any truth in it, the last is the 
most substantial reason of all; substantial, but bad in itself 
and portentous of evil. ‘The story would show that Napoleon is 
not sincere in his pretended abandonment of personal govern- 
ment, and that his Cabinet is to be remodelled until it reflects 
to a certain extent his own insincerity. Thus we hear of no 
objection to M. Ollivier, who has all along shown very great 
deference to the Imperial wishes. He is pre-eminently the 
Minister of a Parliamentary Empire, and may argue that in an 
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Empire, whatever may be the qualification prefixed to it, the 
Emperor must have some higher function assigned to him than 
that of registering his Ministers decrees. ; 

The question is therefore an interesting one whether the 
Emperor intends to change his official advisers until they sup- 
port the peculiar views of M. Ollivier, or whether the opinions 
of those to whom rumor has pointed as in the minority are to 
color the future of France and secure for her a truly liberal des- 
tiny? The answer to this interrogatory must depend in a great 
measure on the degree of confidence felt in the genuineness of 
the Emperor's conversion to constitutional principles. If he 
is a sincere though late proselyte, he will be anxious above all 
things to avoid any step which can place in peril the triumph 
of his new faith. He will desire to remove every difficulty that 
can impede its propagation or subject it to possible discredit. 
But if the Emperor's change of sentiment is only a concession 
to unkind fortune in the shape of an unthankful people, he will 
have no objection to let the public see how little unanimity 
there may be in a homogeneous cabinet, how timid a shrinking 
from responsibility there is on the part of responsible ministers. 
For it must be borne in mind that the exciting events of the last 
few weeks have demonstrated certain truths concerning which 
there have existed doubts. Among other things Napoleon has 
learned that although the revolutionists have many noisy voices, 
they have no head, no leader, no promise of a leader. He has 
seen still more clearly than before that between the Liberals of 
France and the Radicals there is no alliance, nor any possibil- 
ity of alliance, until after the revolution. If there was ever a 
doubt in his mind as to the power possessed by the Orleanist 
faction, which could be exerted against him at short notice, 
that doubt has been removed. It has also become almost 
certain that all chance of parliamentary government is com- 
prised in the existence of the present cabinet—that were it to 
break down, no other of a Liberal character would be possi- 
ble, and, what is more, that the country would see and feel 
the impossibility. Lastly, the Emperor has learned that his 
chassepots and his fine broad streets for operating them do ef- 
fectually intimidate the mob. Our readers can readily see that 
these conclusions, supposing Napoleon to have only put aside 
personal rule from fear of the consequences, are not encourag- 
ing to those who hope for a constitutional government for 
France during the reign of the present Emperor. If he should 
be induced to prematurely abandon his experiment and fall 
back on the old system, the danger to the peace of Europe 
would be imminent. At present Napoleon will doubtless be up- 
held in almost any course he may take so long as he gives the 
Empire tranquility, but an apparent acquiesence will not pre- 
vent the working underneath the surface of the revolutionary 
elements which only await the time to burst forth with all the 
more violence for their prolonged repression. The destiny of 
France for the next decade, at least, was never more complete- 
ly in the hands of one man than it is to-day. By a continu- 
ance in his present path of reform Napoleon may yet earn the 
blessings of the French people ; but by a return to his discar- 
ed system from a sense of personal security, he will ensure at 
his death, if not sooner, a social upheaving that will not only 
shake France to its centre but cause the monarchs of adjoining 
continental countries to tremble on their thrones. 





LEGISLATION FOR THE BRITISH COLONIES. 


Already has Parliament on several occasions, and from differ- 
ent points of view, referred to the subject of the relations 
existing between Great Britain and her Colonies. The com- 
plaints from New Zealand and the question of the withdrawal 
of troops from Canada, have each elicited expressions of 
opinion thus early in the session, and it requires no prophetic 
ken to foresee that, in one way or another, what may be termed 
the colonial question is destined to absorb a large proportion of 
public attention both here and in England in the immediate 
future—in fact until the relations of Parent State and depen- 
dencies are placed on a more satisfactory footing than they can 
now be said to occupy. And in looking at the subject from an 
elevated stand point, it seems necessary that some settled policy 
should be agreed upon at the earliest moment practicable. The 
Somewhat vague rights of the colonies should be defined, and the 
course of either party under certain contingencies prescribed. 
Ina pamphlet on the subject, published in England in 1865, by a 
Mr. Thring, and entitled ‘‘ Suggestions on Colonial Reform,” 
it was recommended that a bill be submitted to Parliament the 
first portion of which should relate to the formation of new 
colonies ; the second to the constitutions to be provided for 
those which as yet have no constitution ; the third to a divi- 
sion between imperial and local powers; and the fourth to the 
Proceedings by which colonies might, if they wished it, obtain 
independence, or, if they incurred such a penalty, be visited 
by expulsion. Of these provisions the third and fourth are the 
most important. The former reserves to the Crown the right 
of declaring war, and all rights incident thereto, as, for exam- 
ple, that of establishing prize courts, carrying on diplomatic 
relations with foreign countries, and the like ; and it declares 
that in the event of foreign war the United Kingdom will pro- 
tect the colony, if the colony will render for its own defense 
assistance by contributions of men and money in proportion to 
its wealth and circumstances. The colony is to protect itself 
against internal commotions and native tribes; and if it re- 
quires assistance in doing so from the United Kingdom, condi- 
tions may be imposed in respect of such assistance. The 
right to legislate upon various other subjects affecting the 
Empire at large, such as bankruptcy, insolvency, laws as to 
copyright, naturalization, etc., is reserved to the Crown, and 
the powers of the local legislatures are defined, and in some 
Te pects extended. As to independence, the colony is to have 


a right to petition for it through its legislature, and such a pe- 
tition may be granted by the Crown. On the other hand, the 
Crown may by proclamation force independence on the colony 
if it fails to fulfill its obligations. 

Such are the main features of the proposed measure. As far 
as they go, they seem admirable, but there is still necessary 
not only a clear definition of existing powers, but the creation 
of a machinery for investigating the common wants and giving 
expression to the common feelings of the Empire. This could 
probably best be done through the medium of an Imperial 
Council in which the different colonial legislatures might be 
represented, and by which they might be advised. Suppose 
that the legislature of every colony were empowered to delegate 
a certain number of representatives who should proceed to 
England, and there sit as Privy Councillors in company with 
an equal number of English Privy Councillors, publicly discuss 
different schemes by which different sections of the Empire 
might be of use to the whole, and approve of drafts of bills by

which in their opinion Parliament on the one hand and dif- 
ferent local legislatures on the other might carry out the ob- 
jects in view, would not their recommendations have every 
chance of being accepted? They would, of course, have no 
legal power until they had been accepted and acted upon by 
the local legislature ; but if recommended by such a body they 
would be sure at all events to be discussed, and it is highly 
probable that they would be carried. Nearly all the disputes 
which have at any time arisen between the colonies and the 
mother.country have been more or less the result of mutual 
ignorance, and might have been avoided by submission to 
such a body as we have described which would really repre- 
sent the views and interests of both parties. 

This or some other plan should certainly be adopt- 
ed, and we recommend the scheme proposed to the 
attention of Parliament, when the subject of colonial re- 
lations comes up for action. As Great Britain’s colonial em- 
pire is so extensive and important, her duties towards it should 
be set down in a definite manner, and no longer left to be 
affected by circumstances as they may arise. Her treatment 
of her dependencies should be generous and noble, governed 
by correct principles, and never narrowed by local selfishness. 
The advantage of the connection cannot be exactly apportion- 
ed, but may be said, in general terms, to be nearly equal. 
Thus the tie that now binds the colonies to the mother coun- 
try should not be rashly broken by the former, while the latter 
should take every precaution to give them no just ground of 
complaint. The British colonial empire must exist by the free 
consent and hearty co-operation of all concerned, and any at- 
tempt to coerce is to be deprecated. The only way to retain 
the colonies within the fold is to convince them that it is to 
their interest to remain, and unless this is done, they will ulti- 
mately dissolve the tie that binds them, and take up an inde- 
pendent position in the family of nations. England, we know, 
is disposed to permit of free action in this respect, but we think 
it will be better both for the colonies and the mother country 
if their present relations continue substantially undisturbed 
for at least another generation. 





A DISGRACE TO JOURNALISM. 


We are glad to perceive that at length that political mounte- 
bank, public nuisance, and enemy of law and order—the Edi- 
tor of the scurrilous Marseillaise—is being vigorously de- 
nounced by the press on this side.of the Atlantic as well as the 
other. ‘‘ Rochefort, the infamous,” says a correspondent, ‘“‘ is 
the one primarily responsible for the Bonaparte tragedy. His 
slanders upon the Emperor, the Empress, and their child, have 
been of the foulest character—so foul, indeed, and dastardly, 
malignant and prurient, that we cannot say which astounds us 
most, the Emperor's splendid magnanimity, or Rochefort’s one 
hundred thousand readers ‘in a nation of gallant men, a na- 
tion of men of honor and of cavaliers.’ Certain, it is, such a 
sheet would not live in this country. Public opinion, if not 
public violence, would kill it ina week. And yet a majority 
of Americans look upon the Emperor as a despot, and conclude 
there is no such thing as liberty of the press in France.” The 
sooner Rochefort is suppressed the better for the peace and 
welfare of France. He would plunge the Empire in blood for 
the sake of glorifying himself, and personal vanity and love of 
gain are at the bottom of all his scandalous writings and haran- 
gues against Napoleon. If he ever does succeed in forcing 
France into a revolution, the probability is that he will perish 
by the guillotine. Meanwhile his course deserves the con- 
demnation of all right-thinking men, both in and out of the 
country he afflicts.

It is too soon, however, to despair of her safety, al- 
though a British steam transport which left Halifax two days 
after the City of Boston encountered such unusually heavy 
weather during the whole passage, that all the horses she car- 
ried were killed. The loss of this fine ship, with all on board, 
would be a worse calamity than we have had to chronicle 


since the mysterious loss of the Pacific, of the old Collins line, 
in January, 1856.

WALL STREET, THURSDAY EVENING, Feb. 24, 1870. 

The most notable feature of the week in Wall Street has been 
a further decline in the gold premium, of nearly three percent., 
carrying it to the lowest point touched since September, 1862, 
sales having been made down to 116}to-day. The decline was 
assisted by an active speculation for a fall, the responsive ad- 
vance of Five-twenties in Europe to 893, an excess of cotton 
receipts at the port of twenty-five per cent over those of last 
year, the announcement of the prepayment without rebate of 
the March interest on the Ten-forty loan, the continuance of 
the Treasury sales of gold, and the fact of there being a stock 
of more than a hundred millions of coin in this city—four times 
the average amount. The resolution passed by a vote of 110 
to 74 in the House of Representatives, early in the week, au- 
thorizing the Committee on Banking and Currency, to report 
a bill for adding fifty millions to the national bank circulation 
of the country, exerted, it will_be perceived, no sustaining in- 
fluence upon the market, the general impression being that 
no bill to this effect will become a law. Nevertheless, in view 
of the prevailing depression of trade, such a measure would be 
popular, for it would serve as a temporary stimulant to busi- 
ness and prices, and inflation is always pleasant just as the 
contraction of the last three or four years has been painful. 
There is a brisk borrowing demand for gold from the bears, 
and the rates paid for carrying vary from four to five per cent. 
per annum. In foreign exchange there has been a quiet 
movement, with only a fractional change in rates. Prime 
bankers bills on London at sixty days, are quoted at 108? @ 
109 and those at short sight at 1093 @ 3. 

The upward course of railway and other stocks has been 
reversed by the downward tendency of the gold premium, and 
speculation has shown signs of languor, although the bull 
cliques display resolution in supporting the market. There 
has been no wide fluctuation or great activity in any stock on 
the list since we last wrote on the subject, although it was the 
design of the cliques to engineer a rise on the basis of the Con- 
gressional resolution before referred to, and the failure of this 
to serve the temporary speculative purposes for which it was 
mainly designed by certain parties has occasioned much dis- 
appointment among those most interested. United States 
bonds, although slightly lower than they were a week ago, 
have shown much firmness considering the decline in gold, a 
circumstance due to their advance abroad and purchases for 
shipment. For the first time in their history bonds and gold 
met on Wednesday, the Sixes of 1881 and gold selling at the 
same price. The Treasury sold a million of gold on Wednesday 
and bought a million of bonds to-day. The brokers continue 
to have abundant monetary facilities at their disposal, the sup- 
ply of loanable funds being in excess of the demand at 5 @ 6 
per cent., although the last bank statement was of an adverse 
character. This is unimportant, however, in view of the banks 
of this city having thirty millions of legal tender notes in ex- 
cess of their reserve. With the opening of the spring trade 
an increased amount of commercial paper is looked for, and 
hence the rates of discount are firm on the basis of 7 @ 8 per 
cent. for prime names, except in the case of some that are 
‘¢ gilt-edged,” and where the notes have a very short time to 
run when six per cent. is accepted. 

Tuesday, the 22nd inst., having been the anniversary of 
Washington’s birthday, and a legal holiday, it was ob- 
served by a total suspension of business in Wall Street, 
and, to a great extent, among the mercantile commu- 
nity, although the retail stores were generally kept open. 
This contributed to the dullness of the week in the merchan- 
dize markets, which still present a quiet aspect, with some 
weakness as to prices. Cotton has suffered a further consider- 
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able decline, and some dry goods houses have again marked 
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down prices for domestic manufactures, in order to stimulate 
activity. The spring trade is, however, looked forward to 
with sanguine anticipations. But it cannot be denied that for 
the time being the decline in gold exerts a very depressing in- 
fluence upon business and currency values of all kinds. 


The recent decision of Chief Justice Chase, that money 
due upon contracts made before the passage of the Legal-Ten- 
der Act must be paid in gold or its equivalent, has already 
been cited as a precedent. In an action for the foreclosure of 
&@ mortgage executed in 1857, which has been tried in 
Brooklyn, Justice Pratt decided that both principal and in- 
terest must be paid in gold. Whether the same rule applies 
to actions brought by an assignee who has purchased a 
mortgage for # consideration paid in currency, with the 
understanding that he could collect both principal and in- 
terest only in currency, remains to be seen. 

The Erie Company we are told are already taking deien- 
sive measures in anticipation of threatened attack from the 
English stockholders. They declare the stamping and takiog 
of the stock by the so-calied Protective Committee to be ille- 
gal, and announce that they will not allow shares so stamped 
to be transferred. In order to protect the interests of the 
American holders, the Erie Directors have determined that 
whatever expense the corporations may be put to in the way 
of resisting the attack, shall be assessed upon the stock 
held by the parties inaugurating the hostile proceedings, 
and that the general stock held on this side skall be free 
from such assessment. 


“The Pontifical government,’ says the Dedats, “having 
refused to give in its adhesion to the monetary convention, 
the Bank of France no longer receives coin with the Pope’s 
effigy.” 

Since the Brazilian Loan of 1865, which was more than 
ten times subscribed, there has been nothing approaching the 
excitement caused recently in London by the Russian Loan. 
Where only £12,000,000 stock was offered, it was estimated 
that £140,000,000 was subscribed, notwithstanding that the 
Messrs. Rothschilds discouraged applications, In London 
and the provinces, it is estimated that about £90,000,000 was 
written for, involving a cash payment of 5 per cent., or 
£4 5u0,000. 

A return has been printed of the cost of collecting the Cus- 
toms revenue of the United Kingdom, showing the total 
amount of revenue collected, the cost of collection, and the 
gain or loss to the country. It appears from the return that 
out of 132 custom-houses 66, or exactly one-half, are a loss to 
the country; and, adding the extra expenses not separately 
allotted by Government, more than 100 out of 182 custom- 
houses show a loss. The return also gives the separate reve- 
nue and expenses of each port us far as they are divided by 
Government. 


The English, Scotch and Irish Railway accounts for 1869 
have been made up, and we are thereby enabled to judge of 
the condition and prospects of Railway Property in the Brit- 
ish Islands. A few figures will suffice to show the magnitude 
of the subject, and to introduce the public to the conclusions 
arising from the Report. There are in the United Kingdom 
14,223 miles of Railway open for traffic, on which have been 
expended £491,000,000. Last year the gross receipts of the 
various Companies were £40,000,000, giving an average of 
£2,900 a mile. Less than half this sum was required for 
working expenses, so that upwards of £20,000,000 remained 
available in the form of profit. Putting the resultsin another 
shape, we may say that the gross return upon capital was 
nearly 82 per cent., and the net returo close upon 44. This 
is certainly no very high rate of interest for investments of 
such a character, but we must now add that it is almost un- 
exampled. For the last twenty years no such Report has 
been known. To fiad such a Return we must go back to the 
year 1847, and as at that time there were less than 4,000 miles 
of Railway open the comparison is of little use.

doubtedly to be preferred to Plautus. The editor's notes show 
scholarly research, and those on the metres are not without 
value. 
Fleckeisen and Brix—and typographically the volume is appa- 
rently free from errors, which, in a book of this kind, is no 
small praise.

chain of classical text books, A study of Plautus is almost 


Latin style and literature, andit is calculated to give a pleasant 
variety to the classical course. 


Principles of Domestic Science as Applied to the Duties and

The doors of the Academy of Music have been again sudden- 
ly closed. Mr. Maretzek had advertised the revival of ‘* Ro- 
bert” for. last evening, but has seen proper to recall the an- 
nouncement in the following card to the public: ‘The man- 
ager, when announcing the second season of twenty nights, in- 
tended as one of the features of attraction the production of 
Mozart’s ‘‘ Flauto Magico,” with the co-operation of Mlle. Car- 
lotta Patti as the Queen of the Night. After the commence. 
ment of the season the manager received a letter from Mr. 
Max Strakosch, informing him that in consequence of Mlle. 
Patti’s long illness in Cincinnati all her engagements would 
have to be postponed, and that she would probably be unable 
to visit New York before April next. Not being prepared with 
any other great novelty, and unable, without time for prepara- 
tion, to give that variety in the repertoire which the public re- 
quires, the manager has concluded to postpone the remainder 
of the season until after Lent. By that time he hopes to be 
enabled to produce Mlle. Carlotta Patti in opera, or to present 
such other novelties as will give complete satisfaction. In de- 
ciding on this postponement of the remainder of the season, 
the manager thinks that he will avoid disappointment to the 
public, and save himself from heavy losses which, at the pre- 
sent moment, he is unable to sustain.—Max Marnrzex.” It 
will thus be seen that we shall have to go opera-less for some 
time to come. It cannot be denied that the lyric drama is in this 
country under all circumstances still an exotic, and under the 
peculiar stockholding arrangements to which itis there subjected 
exceptionally so atthe Academy. Indeedit is more than doubtful 
whether opera can be successfully given at that establishment 
until a different and more liberal management is inaugurated. 
The present arrangements, which add nearly five hundred dol- 
lars per night to the expenses by free admissions, and on most 
occasions doom to emptiness the best seats in the house, 
are certainly not calculated to inspire the manager with 
confidence nor the public with enthusiasm. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Maretzek may be able to redeem his promiées in 
April, but the only measures that can give Italian opera a rea- 
sonable chance of success at this theatre must be taken by the 
gentlemen who own the house and not by the lessee. 

At the Theatre Frangais, a season of opera bouffe which 
opened with unusual promise, has been brought to a sudden 
and inglorious termination by the lack of capital and savoir 
faire on the part of the management. On Tuesdaylast a bene- 
fit was announced for the latter, but the company refused to 
sing unless certain arrearages of pay were forthcoming. The 
managerial exchequer being rich only in a ‘‘ plentiful lack” of 
the national promises to pay, was unable to respond to these 
demands, and a disappointed audience was the result. Not- 
withstanding this ultimate fiasco, we think that this latest ex- 
perience has proven that properly managed a remunerative 
season of opera bou ffe is still possible.

Drama. 


The only novelty of the week has been the appearance of 
Mr. and Mrs. Barney Williams in Mr. Falconer’s new and 
(according to the bills) original three-act drama, ‘‘ Innis- 
fallen; or the Men in the Gap,” at Niblo’s Garden, where Mr. 
Fechter lately enacted the melancholy Dane. Terence O’Ryan 
(Mr. Barney Williams) is in love with Katey Maguire (Mrs. 
Williams), who in turn entertains a strong enough liking for 
Gerald O’Brien, who once saved her life, to make her lover 
terribly jealous. ‘The action of the piece turns upon the 
usual stock incidents which on the stage serve to illustrate 
Irish patriotism. There is a very effective situation at the 

















end of act second, and the entire construction of 
the piece attests a practised hand. Without wri- 
ting an original drama as to character, Mr. Fal- 


coner has made a very effective one from the materials which 
have now become the common property of the stage. There 
is of course a ‘‘mock patriot,” ‘‘a trader in treason,” whose 
machinations are ultimately defeated. The piece has been 
handsomely placed on the stage, Telbin’s panorama of the 
Lakes of Killarney having been imported expressly for the pur- 
poses of illustration. The subordinate parts have been entrus- 
ted to Messrs. Thorne, Studley, Burroughs, Metkiff and Sefton, 
and to Miles. Ione Burke, Ida Vernon, Lizzie Kelsie and Jen- 
nie Hughes. Mr. and Mrs. Williams repeat their well-known 
personations in the new piece, which if not possessed of the 
charm of novelty, at least come to us recommended by the 
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returns to Paris, where he is subsequently followed by his now 
repentant wife, who reaches her former home onlytodie. The 
dialogue by which these events are interpreted is generally 
effective and at times witty, and the interest of the piece has 
been heightened by the following excellent distribution: 
Henri Sartorys, Mr.’ George Clarke: Brigard, Mr. W. Dav- 
idge; Comte de Valreas, Mr. G. Parkes; Baron de Cambri, 
Mr. James Lewis; Pitou, Mr. G. F. De Vere; Vincent, Mr. 
George Jordan, Jr. ; Zanetto, Mr. W. Beekman; Gilberte, 
Miss Agnes Ethel; Louise (her sister), her first appearance, 
Miss Kate Newton; Baronne de Cambri, Mrs. G. H. Gilbert ; 
Pauline, Miss Fanny Davenport; The Governess, Msss Emilie 
Kiehl ; Angelique, Miss Amy Ames; Georgie (Sartorys’ child), 
her first appearance on any stage, Miss Gerty Norwood. 
As the husband Mr. Clarke acts carefully and effectively ; 
Mr. Davidge makes much of the small part of a 
frolicsome papa of the period; Mr. Parkes is an 
unexceptionable exquisite; and Mr. Lewis a very humor- 
ous specimen of the traditional henpecked husband. Miss 
Agnes Ethel assumes the important part of the heroine, and 
although her personation is sadly deficient in certain playful, 
kittenish attributes of the part, she rises to real power in the 
scene with her sister in the third act, and in that with her hus- 
band in the fourth. As the sister, Miss Kate Newton plays 
an ungrateful character with dignified ease. Mrs. Gilbert is, 
as usual, excellent as the eccentric woman of fashion. ‘‘ Frou 
Frou,” good as it is, might, we think, be profitably condensed 
into three acts, although the practice of French playwrights is 
in favor of the'five-act division. At all events, well played at 
the Fifth Avenue, and illustrated by some picturesque scenery, 
it deserves the success which bids fair to attendit. At Booth’s 
Theatre, the eighth Hamlet matinee will occur to-day. This 
evening, Mrs. Waller will essay the part of Bianca in the tra- 
gedy of “Fazio.” The occasion will be one of interest. At 
Wood’s Museum, Mr. and Mrs. Dominick Murray (Miss Jose- 
phine Fides) will, on Monday, commence an engagement in a 
new specialty, entitled the ‘“‘Golden Bubble.” At Wallack’s, 
the present week having been devoted to last performances of 
popular comedies, ‘‘Lost at Sea,” Messrs. Boucicault’s and 
Byron’s new drama, will be produced on the 28th inst.

In response to her cards of invitation each year her 
numerous friends attend almost in a body, between the hours 
of twelve and four. 


A subject of conversation in European diplomatic circles is 
a scandal of which a Princess of the Imperial family of Aus- 
tria has made herself the heroine. The Archduchess Eliza. 
beth, tired of the monotony of conjugal life, tled recently from 
the chateau of Seclovitz, abandoning her husband, the Arch- 
duke Charles Ferdinand, and her four children, in order to 
see the world. She was, however, overtaken at Hamburg, 
just as she was about to embark for the United States. The 
Archduchess is 89 years of age, and isa daughter of the Arch- 
duke Joseph of Austria, Palatine of eg She was a wi- 
dow, alter two years of marriage, of Duke Ferdinand of Mo- 
dena, brother of the Countess de Chambord and of the Prin- 
cess Maria of Bourbon, mother of Don Carlos; she subse- 
quently married the Archduke Charles Ferdinand. A daugh- 
ter by her first husband is the wife of Prince Luitpold of 
Bavaria, and one of the most wealthy Princesses in Europe. 


On the evening of the 17th inst., the annual ball of the 
Arion Society was given at the Academy of Music with its 
wonted success as a pageant and a social reunion. The house 
was filled, and the spirit with which the pleasures of the affair 
were entered into was maintained until the closing hour. 
After the Fioor Committee, in the habits of Chevaliers of 
Louis XII., had been stationed on either side of the stage, the 
first of two groupes was shown. It illustrated the assembling 
of the Prelates, Pius [X., with Cardinals, Archbishops, Pre- 
lates and Priests being at hand in robes of the most correct 
and picturesque kind. More or less relevant proceedings 
followed this marshalling of the dignitaries of the Church, 
and after a second groupe, in which Prince Carnival was the 
central figure, had been exhibited, the Pope was snubbed by 
Columbia for the greater honor of Humboldt, and a general 
breaking up prefaced the opening dance. No notable inci- 
dent occurred afterwards. The Academy became more and 
more crowded as the night advanced, and bright dresses 
grew more and more numerous. A huge representative of 
the fly which all minstreldom is busily engaged in shooing, 
after having buzzed at the bead of the procession, was con- 
spicuous on the floor; while a score of rich Chinese costumes 
bore down with half a hundred weight ef embroidery their 
perspiring wearere. No novel dress, however, called for 
speciai description. The music was excellent, for Mr. Carl 
Bergmann was the director aad Messrs. Rietsel and Dietz 
were the lieutenants of that accomplished gentleman. No 
breach of the peace, in the mildest sense of the word, was 
attempted, as the guests were cheerfal without being in the 
least riotous, and the Committees of as merry, and withal as 
fine, as could be desired. The members of the Society who 
constituted the Reception Committee were particularly active, 
it should be said, and Messrs. R. Katzenmeyer, J. Nevstad- 
ter, H. Richard, A. Rueckel, P. Schulze and C. Triacca—its 
component parts—were kept employed until an early hour of 
the morning. 





Obituary. 


Mr. Henry E. Sweeteer, of the World, and formerly of the 
Round Table, died suddenly in this city on the 17th inst. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg announces that Mr. An- 
son Burlingame, Commissioner of the Emperor of China, 
died in that city on the 23rd inst. of congestion of the 
lungs. The event is generally regretted. The Emperor 
Alexander with the Empress have forwarded autograph 
letters of condolence to Mrs. Burlingame, his widow. 

Commodore Stephen Champlin, the last survivor of the 
United States commanding officers in the battle of Erie, died 
on the 20th inst., in Buffalo. He was born in Rhode Island in 
1789. In May, 1812, he was appointed sailing master in the 
United States Navy, and was placed in command of a gunboat 
under Commodore Perry at Newport. He was afterward ap- 
pointed to command the Scorpion, and engaged with that 
vessel in the battle of Lake Erie before he was twenty-four 
years old. 

The Right Rev. Ashurst Turner Gilbert, D.D., Bishop of 
Chichester, England, died on the 22nd inst. He was born 
in 1786, and after a preparatory education at the Manches- 
ter Free Grammar School, entered Brasenose College, Ox- 
ford. He became successively Fellow and Tutor, and in 
1822 Principal of his college. Eventually he rose to the 
dignity of Vice-Chancellor of the University of Oxford, and 
in 1842, when Dr. Shuttleworth, Bishop of Chichester, 
died, Dr. Gilbert was consecrated to the vacant see. He 
was - oldest of the English bishops at the time of his 
death, 

The deaths have been announced in England of Sir Charles 
H. Darling, late Governor of Victoria, and formerly Govenor 
of the Cape, Newfoundland, and Jamaica; of Sir Jobn H. 
Cooke, a Peninsular veteran, and Lieutenant of the Yeomen 
of the Body Guard to her Majesty; of Sir Edward Cecil 
Bisshop, Bart.; of Lady Elphinstone, widow of Sir Robert 
Dalrymple Horn Elphinstone, and mother of Sir James El- 
phinstone, Bart., M.P., in her eighty-eighth year; of the 
Countess Antoinette, daughter of the Jate Count John and 
the Lady Jemima Bentinck, in her eighty-fourth year; and 
of the Rey. Charles Townsend, a friend and companion of 
Rogers the poet, Wordsworth, Hallam, and the elder Disraeli, 
at the age of eighty-one. The post of President of the Fa- 
culty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow has become va- 
cant by the death of Dr. Andrew Anderson, who has long 
had a leading practice in that city. 


Arup and Navy. 
February 21st has been fixed for the sale by auction of the 
government dockyard at Woolwich. 


It is reported that half a squadron will be reduced from 
each cavalry regiment at home and abroad. 





Lord Napier of Magdala, who has been appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India, in auccession to Sir W. Manadeld, 


will probably leave England by the first mail in March. He 
will be accompanied by Colonel Dillon, C.B., Rifle Brigade, 
as military secretary, His aider-de-camp will be Captain 
Scott and Captain R. Napier, of the Bengal Army. 


Admiral Edward Wallis Hoare, the oldest officer in the 
Royal Navy, died at Upton, near Ryde, Isle of Wight, on the 
6th inst., in his 920d year. The deceased officer, who was on 
the reserved half-pay list, was born in the city of Cork, and 
entered the navy in May, 1790, as first-class volunteer. 


The Army and Navy Gazette understands that a considera- 
ble reduction is likely to be made in the Royal Artillery this 
year, to effect which several batteries will most probably be 
reduced. 

When the reductions of the Cape Mounted Riflemen and 
Royal Canadian Rifles take place in April, it is proposed to 
keep the officers upon full pay for three months, at the expi- 
ration of which period those who have not been provided for 
will be placed upon the Half-pay List. 

The force at the Cape of Good Hope ie, it is said, likely to 
be reduced by two regiments after the 1st of April next, in 
which case the 1st battalion 9th and the 2nd battalion 11th 
Regiments will be withdrawn. - 

The Indian army is to be allowed to wear beards if they 
choose to do go, but it is stipulated that ‘‘they must be kept 
of a moderate Jength and cut periodically at the same time as 
the hair.” 

Should it be decided to leave a regiment in Canada after 
April, the 39th Regiment will be chosen for the service. The 
1st battalion Rifle Brigade will be brought to England, and it 
is stated that there is 8 probability of the 60th Ritles going to 
Nova Scotia, perhaps the West Indies. 

The first iron-clad vessel ever built in Turkey is nearly 
ready for leaving the slips. It is said that she has been built 
entirely at the expense of the Valide Sultana (the Sultan’s 
mother) as a present to his Imperial Majesty.

The work of construction and building at 
Ficetwood Park is progressing finely, and when it is com- 
pleted the course will be second to zone in the country. 


The American Jockey Club wil! open their spring meeting 
at Jerome Park on Saturday, June 4, with a hurdle race. 
Then we have the Fordham Stakes, one mile and a quarter, 
for all ages, to close March 1. The Belmont Stakes, for three 
year olds, one mile and five furlongs, has closed with strong 
nominations, and it should make a good race. The fourth 
and last atiraction for the first day is a mile heat race, for all 
ages. Tuesday, June 7, the games will be resumed with a 
steeple chase, after which the contest for the Westchester 
Cup will be decided. The selling race, for all ages, one mile 
and five-eighths, anc the heat race of one and three-quarter 
miles, ought to prove exciting events. The programme for 
Thursday, the third day of meeting, is also attractive. The 
first race is for the Members’ Cup, one mile, to be ridden by 
members of the club; to name and close May 20; the second 
race is one and one-eighth miles, for three year olds; the 
third is for the Ladies’ Stakes, for fillies three years old, 
one mile and five turlongs—already closed; the fourth race 
is two mile heats, and the fifihaselling race. Saturday, June 
11, is the fourth and last day of the spring meeting. First 
we have a hurdle race; second, the Jockey Club Handicap, 
for all ages, two miles, to close March 1; third, the Con- 
solation Premium, for all ages, one and three-quarter miles; 
fourth a dash of three miles, for all ages; and fifih a match 
race for $2,000, mile heats, between Mr. Belmont’s Fenian 
and Mr. O’Fallon’s Athlone. This is a grand programme. 
Each day is introduced with a novelty, such as hurdle race, 
steeple chase, or Members’ Cup; then we have races of 
dashes and heats, making the sport varied and attractive. The 
spring meeting at Jerome Park promises to be brilliant. The 
following stakes for the spring meeting of the American 
Jockey Club will close on the 1st of March next ensuing:— 
First, the Fordham Stakes, a hindicap, a mile and a quarter, 
$50 each, play or pay, and only $10if declared. Second, the 
Westchester Cub, two miles and a quarter, value $1,500, ad- 
ded to a sweepstakes of $50 each, play or pay. ‘Third, the 
Jockey Club Handicap, two miles, $100 each, half foi feit, and 
only $20 if declared, with $1,000 added. The American 
Jockey Club also announce the Annual Sweepstakes for foals 
of 1868, $500 each, half forfeit, and $1,000 added, two miles, 
to be run for at the fall meeting, at Jerome Park, in 1871, 
These stakes will close on the ist of April next. 





Wome News, 


UNITED STATES. 


The number ot Chinese now on the Pacific const, in statis. 
tics furnished to the California Legislature, is given at 89,500, 


The Senate has confirmed the nomination of Judge Sirong, 
of Pennsylvania, as Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 


A statement sent to Congress by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury sbows the disbursement in Alaska, since the incorpora- 





tion of ‘the Territory, to have been $597,789, and the receipts 
from Customa and the Post Ollice, $21,860. 
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General Reynolds has officially notified the General of the 
Army of the ratification of the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
a Amendments to the Constitution by the Legislature 
of Texas. 


On the night of the 18th inst., the steamer Emma No. 38 in 
passing Chutte Island No. 25, above Memphis, in the Missis- 
sippi, struck a snag, and careened 80 as to upset the stove in 
the ladies’ cabin, setting fire to the boat. The vessel was en- 
tirely destroyed, and seventy lives were lost. 


The Board of Aldermen of this city have tendered ex-Se- 
cretary Seward a reception and dinner to be given at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel at an early day. Mr. Seward hag return- 
ed from his Mexican tour in fine health and spirits, notwith- 
standing the inevitable fatigue of travelling and his advanced 
age. 

A rumor is current in San Francisco, Cal., to which the 
attention of the authorities has been called, of an organization 
in that city to exterminate the Chinese on or before St. Pat- 
rick’s Day. The body is said to consist of several associations, 
one of which numbers two thousand members. Brutal 
assaults on the Chinege are of daily occurrence. 


On the 18th inst. the Monarch arrived at Annapolis, and 
anchore1 six miles out, On the 19th Captain Commerel), 
Governor Chamberlain, of Maine, and Captains Wood and 
McFane, came ashore, and were received by Secretary Robe- 
gon and Commodore Worden, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy. The party, excepting tbe Secretary of the Navy, 
afterwards called on Governor Bowie, where they were enter- 
tained. 

On the 18th inst. the new bridge across the Ohio River, at 
Louisville, was opened, and an excursion train passed over 
from the Indiana side. A train with two (ngines going in the 
opposite direction was less fortunate, as one of the locomo- 
tives yot off the track and the train parted in the middle, one- 
half only passing over, drawn by the uninjured engine. A 
train was sent for the passergers in the detached cars, still on 
the bridge, but its progress was arrested by the “spreading” 
of the rails, but, after considerable delay, all succeeded in 
reaching the Kentucky shore in safety. 

On the evening of the 21st inst., a large meeting in aid of 
founding the proposed Soldiers’ Home for the State of New 
York wes held at tue Cooper Institute. Peter Cooper, Esq., 
presided. Addresses were made by Lieutenant-General 
Sherman, Peter Cooper, Rev. H. W. Beecher, ‘Judge Chas. P. 
Daly, Hon. Stewart L. Woodford, Rev. Dr. Thompson, Horace 
Greeley and Rev. Stephen H. Camp. The proceedings were 
very enthusiastic. 

On the 17th inst. San Francisco was visited by another 
earthquake, causing hotels and public buildings to be vacated 
suddenly. The streets were filled with people before the 
shock hardly ceased. Fortunately it occurred about the time 
of recess in the public schools, and many of the children were 
out playing. In the schools which were in session the teach- 
ers managed to keep the children under control, though in 
one of the schools the young girls created quite a panic. The 
Custom House was unipjurg’, but was soon emptied of ite 
occupants. The cracks made by the October shock in some 
of the older buildings were widened a littie, but no material 
damage was sustained. 

In the Senate, on the 18th inst., the ratification of the Fif- 
teenth Amendment by Nebraska was announced. The bill 
providing for a Solicitor, and an increased clerical force in 

the State Department, was passed after being s0 amended as 
to provide for an Examiner of Claims instead of a Solicitor. 
The bill in relation to the proposed International Industrial 
Exposition, to be held in Washington in 1871, was next 
taken up and debated at length. During the debate Mr. 
Morrill, of Vermont, alluded to the tax of one dollar levied 
by the Camden and Amboy Railway on passengers passing 
through New-Jersey, to which Mr. Stockton replied, defend- 
ing his State, as he said, from a “ slander circulated for years.” 
Pending the discussion, and without disposing of the subject, 
the Senate, at 3:15, went into Executive Session, and subse- 
quently adjourned. In the House the debate on the Legisla- 
live appropriations was resumed. A number of additional 
points in the bill were discussed with but little real progress, 
only four pages being dispozed of. All propositions for an 
increase of salaries were rejected. The sum of $3,000 was 
appropriated for the investigation of the alleged scale of 
cadetships, and the House adjourned. On the 19th inst. in 
the Senate the annual Post Route bill, and the House bill 
providing for an appropriation of $3,000 to defray the ex- 
penses ot investigating the alleged sale of cadetships, were 
both passed. The bill granting lands to aid in constructing a 
certain railway in Oregon was then taken up, and a discus- 
sion ensued upon the policy of grantiag public Jands to build 
railways in the West. A resolution to strike out the lanc 
grants was defeated by a vote of 3 to 37, and the bill was then 
various!y amended and passed. In the House, after some 
discussion as to the order of business, the consideration of the 

Appropriation bill was resumed in Committee of the Whole. 

An amendment providing for an appropriation of $91,000 to 

construct a branch mint at Carson City, Nev., was adopted. 

Mr. Garfield, from the Committee on Rules, reported a new 

Tule in regard to contested election cases, which provides 

that the Committee on Elections for this Congress shall con- 

sist of fifteen members, and that each contested election case 
shal! be assigned to a special Committee of three of the Gene- 
ral Committee, who shall consider it exciusively, and report 
their decision direct to the House. The rule was adopted. 
In the Senate, on the 21st inst.,a number of bills and joint 
resolutions were passec—among them a bill providing for 
the better security of lives of passengers on board of steam- 
ers, and the bill regulating the Marine Hospital Service. The 
appropriations for the naval deficiencies was reported from 
the Conference Committee, fixed at $2,000,000. A resolution 
was agreed to that no undelivered speech should be printed 
in the Globe. In the House, the resolution of Mr. Lough- 
bridge calling for the introduction of a bill to increase the cur- 
rency $50,000,000, was adopted by a yea and nay vote of 110 
to 74. The Senate bill relieving some five hundred persons in 
various States from political disabilities was reported from 
Committee, and the House bill, containing some 2,000 namer, 
was offered as an amendment, A long discussion ensued, 
which resulted in the adoption of the amendment and tie pas- 
sage of the bill by the requisite two-thirds majority. The 
Committee on the subject of the sale of Cadetships reported a 
resolution to expel from his seat B. F. Whittemore, Repre- 
sentative of tbe First South Carolina District, for having been 
improperly influenced in his official conduct. The testimony 
in his case, upen which the report was based, was read, and 
after some debate, on motion of Mr. Butler, Mr. Whittemore, 
was ordered to appear before the bar of the House at 2 o’clock 
P.M., the day following, to answer the charge made. On the 
22d inst., in the House, various petitions were presented, and 


majority report from the Judiciary Committee in the case of 
Judge Busteed, of Alabama, to the effect that the charges 
against him were not sustained, and did not warrant his im- 
peachment, whereupen the whole matter was tabled. The 
report of the Conference Committee fixing the appropriations 
for the naval deficiences at $2,000,000, was adopted. A re- 
solution was introduced by Mr. Dawes, censuricg Mr, Mun- 
gen, of Ohio, for inserting in a recent number of the Globe an 
undelivered speech, of such a character as to amount to an 
abuse of the privileges and a violation of the rules of the 
House. After a long debate, in which the subject of print- 
ing uudelivered speeches was criticised, the resolution was 
agreed to. A motion to adjourn in honor of the day—Wash- 
ington’s Birthday—was lost, and in Committee of the Whole, 
the Legislative appropriations were again taken up. 





BRITISH AMERICA. 
[Correspondence from any part of British America is invited.] 


The Dominion Government has advertised for six swift 
sailing vessels, to be used as a marine police force on the 
border. The opposition of the United States to a reciprocity 
treaty, says a Toronto despatch, will lead to more stringent 
legislation on the part of the New Dominion for the protec- 
tion of the fiskeries. 

The Messrs. Allen, of Montreal, have contracted with 
Messrs. Robert Steele and Co., shipbuilders, Greenock, to 
build for them another screw steamship of 3,500 tons, 370 
feet in lengta, and 42 feet breadth of beam, for their Liver- 
pool and Montreal mail line. The new vessel will be called 
the Assyrian, and will be the thirteenth of the Allan Liver- 
pool line. 

The traffic receipts on the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada 
for the week ending 2ad of January, amounted, for the con- 
veyance of 28,667 passengers, to £7,966; for mails, etc., to 
£1,644; and for the carriage of live stock and 19,423 tons of 
freight, to £17,278; total, £26,888, and for the corresponding 
week last year to £24,519, showing an increase of £2,369. 

A Prince Edward Island paper, the Charlottetown Herald, 
claims that one of the insurgent leaders at Red River is a 
Micmac Indian from that Island. It says that Ben Christmas, 
the converted heathen, whose eloquence the citizens of Char- 
lottetown have heard in their churches and public halls, bas 
abandoned the pursuits of peace and betaken himself to arms 
among the half-breeds of Red River. 


The Newfoundland House of Assembly has agreed to a 
paragraph in reply to the Lieutenant-Governor’s reference to 
confederation with Canada. It declares that there is a grow- 
ing feeling of disinclination to link the destinies of Newfeund- 
land with those of the Dominion, in the future of which they 
can at present see nothing to inspire hope, but much to create 
apprehension. 


On the 17h inst. the Legislative Council of British Columbia 
was opened by commission, the Governor, Musgrave, being 
too ill to be present in person. In the address the Governor 
announced himself in favor of confederation with Canada, and 
stated that it was the policy of the Iinperial Government. By 
the terms of the confederation Canada assumes the commer- 
cial debt of British Columbia. The population is rated at 
120,000. The debt is lers than that of any other Province. 
The Dominion grants yearly $35,000 60 for each inhabitant 
over the rated population, the same to be continued until 
the population reaches 400,090 at which rate the subsidy re- 
mains. 

From New Brunswick we learn that the Government are 
at a deadlock with the Legislative Council because the former 
has dismissed Mr. Botsford, who has been for many years 
Clerk to the Council, and the Council refuse to recognize the 
right of the Government to dismiss their officers, and have 
retained Mr. Boteford in his position. The Government 
accuses Mr. Botsford of annexation sentiments and say that 
he owes the Provisional Treasury a largesum of money. A 
committee of the Legislative Council have reported that they 
consider the Governor-General as the only representative of 
her Majesty in the Dominion, and as Mr. Botsford holds his 
commission direct from the Crown, they regard the action of 
the Government as illegal. 


The following are in brief the main points of the Bill of 
Rights drafted by the Special Committee, begun on the 28th of 
January, !o the Joint Winnipeg Convention of French and 
English delegates to present to the Commissioners from the 
Canadian government as the basis of settlement: “ That the 
Territory be governed by a local Legislature in conjunction 
with the Governor and Executive Council; that a two-thirds 
vote suall override a Governor’s veto ; that universal suffrage 
be allowed; that there be no direct taxation except by local 
legis!ation; that there be a homestead Jaw; that there be a 
railroad to Fort William or Pembina 1n five years; that the 
public buildings are to be paid for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment,etc.” Tbe Convention discussed the bill for several days, 
and at last advices had not reached a conclusion. 


The trip from Liverpool to British Columbia has been 
made in eighteen days and a half, travelling time, by Mr. 
Henry Nathan, a resident of the Colony. He sailed trom 
Liverpool in an Inman steamer; arrived at Queenstown at 5 
o’clock on the morning of the following Friday, sailed again 
the same evening at 5 o’clock, and arrived at New York city 
on Saturday evening, 27th November—8 days less 1 hour 
from Queenstown. He remained in New York city over 
Sunday and Monday, and left on Monday evening at 5 o’clock 
by train for Chicago, 1,000 miles; arrived at Chicago at 63 
o’clock on Wednesday morning, took a train at 10 o’clock fur 
Omaha, a distance of 500 miles ; reached Omaha at 93 o’clock 
Thursday morning, and embarkod in a special express from 
Omeha to San Francisco, 1,900 miles, which was accomplish- 
ed without change of cars. He reached San Francisco on 
Sunday night at 9 o’clock, and sailed in the Newbern for 
Victoria on Monday at 12 o'clock, noon, reaching Esquimalt 
shortly afier midnight on the morning of the 10th December. 
Deducting the three days detention, Mr. Nathan was only 
184 days 1rom Liverpool to Victoria.
